WESTERN AUSTRALIA 


A survey to the Millstream area of the Fortescue River was 
conducted by the CSIRO Division of Entomology,.during October-November 
1970. Some 10,000 specimens were collected, mainly Lepidoptera, 
Orthoptera and Coleoptera. Other specimens captured included Diptera, 
Hymenoptera, Neuroptera, Ephemeroptera and Trichoptera. 


The expedition was led by Mr. M.S. Upton assisted by 
Mr. J.E. Feehan. Other members taking part were Drs. D.H. Colless, 
I.F.B. Common, E.B. Britton and Miss J. Cardale. A second expedition 
to the same area is planned for April 1971. 


Mr. Van Den Broek was seconded from CSIRO Division of 
Entomology, Canberra, to work on Light Brown Apple Moth in the South 
West. 


Mr. J.N. Matthiessen, Experimental Officer with CSIRO will 
work on the Potato Tuber Moth.

RECENT VISITORS Li THE TERRITORY UF raw AND NEW GUINEA 


Professor I.W.B. Thornton, Department of Biological Sciences, 
La Trobe University and Dr, C.N. Smithers, Curator of Insects, The 
Australian Museum, visited various Lonklte Lies in the Territory during 
August/September after attending the 42nd ANZAAS Congress. They 
collected (mainly Psocoptera) at Kainantu, Goroka, Kundiawa, Minj, 
Mt. Hagen, Baiyer River, Tambul, Lae and Wau during this period. 
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Dr, K.H.L. Key, Chief Curater, Australian National Insect 
Collection and Mr, J, Balderson, Division of Entomology, CSIRO, 
collected in the Western District for seven days following the 42nd 
ANZAAS Congress. They were accompanied on their visit to the 
Western District by Mr. T.L. Fenner, Senior Entomologist, DASF, Port 
Moresby. 


Dr, P.B, Carne, Principal Research Scientist, Division of 
Entomology, CSIRO, visited Popondetta in August after attending the 
42nd ANZAAS Congress. Dr. Carne visited Popondetta to observe the 
cacao weevil borer Pantorhytes szentivanyt. Marshall in the field and 
to discuss the problem with Territory Entomologists stationed at 
Popondetta. 


Dr. Frank J. Rodovsky, of the Bishop Museum, Honolulu, spent 
six weeks in the Territory during September/October 1970 collecting 
mainly on Mt. Kaindi, near Lae in the Lowlands, the Watut River area 
in the Chimbu and at Mt. Elinbari. Dr. Rodovsky is a specialist on 
ectoparasites and is mainly interested in mites. 


Mr, D.L. Walton, Entomologist with the Department of Primary 
Industry, Canberra, visited the Territory in October/November 1970 to 
inspect and advise on facilities related to the storage of agricultural 
products at Port Moresby, Lae, Rabaul and Madang. Export cacao was the 
main product with which Mr, Walton was concerned, but export copra and 
coffee were also briefly investigated. 


Father B.B, Lowery, Norwood, South Australia, spent the period 
between December 14, 1970 and January 19, 1971, in the Territory 
collecting ants at Bulolo, Lae and Popondetta/Kokoda. According to 
Father Lowery, collecting was excellent, and he had quite a few 
surprises to show Dr. Bob Taylor on his return to Australia. 


Dr, F.d. Stmmonds, Director, CIBC visited over the period 
December 15, 1970 to January 4, 1971. During this time he visited 
Popondetta, Bulolo, Lae, Mt. Hagen/Wapenamanda and Port Moresby. 


Mr, and Mrs. G. Daniels, Lidcombe, New South Wales visited 
during December 1970/January 1971, to collect Diptera for the Australian 
Museum. They collected on Bougainville, New Britain (Gazelle Peninsula), 
New Ireland and Manus Island, and also at Lae, Popondetta and Kokoda on 
the Mainland. 
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-ENTOMOLOGICAL SURVEY OF THE MILLSTREAM AREA 
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WESTERN AUSTRALIA 
NN 


October 20 to November 9 1970 


A survey of this area was conducted bythe Division of 
Entomology, CSIRO with the help of Hamersley Iron Pty. Ltd. The 
object was to investigate the insect fauna of the Millstream area 
of Western Australia before any changes take place ih the environment, 
These changes, foreshadowed by the W.A. Public Works Department, are 
likely to "result in the lowering or complete disappearance of surface 
water" in the area, following the use of the Millstream "basin" as’ a 
water supply for five new towns in the North West. 


Mr. M.S. Upton (Survey Leader) and Mr. J.E. Feehan (Technical 
Assistant) travelled overland from Canberra in order to take a field 
laboratory to the area. They were met by Dr. D.H. Colless (Dipterist ~ 
flies) near Perth and Miss J. Cardale (Hymenopterist - bees and wasps) 
at Dampier. The party proceeded to Millstream, where''a week was spent 
working in different sites around the Millstream Pools. At the end of 
the first week Dr. Colless and Miss Cardale left and were replaced by 
Dr. I.F.B. Common (Lepidopterist - moths and butterflies) and Dr. E.B. Britton 
(Coleopterist — beetles). Fairly intensive collecting by members of the 
party covered most other groups of insects as well. Drs. Common and Britton 
remained at Millstream: for two weeks, 5 NOG 


Messrs. Upton and Feehan, accompanied by Dr. Britton as far as 
Kalgoorlie, returned to Canberra overland by way of Wittenoom, Mt. Newman, 
and Wiluna. 


Collecting at Millstream was carried out by intensive netting and 
searching during the day and the use of mercury vapour lights at night; 
as many as two traps and three “light-sheets” being in operation each night. 


CONDITIONS ‘IN THE MILLSTREAM AREA 


Due to good rains earlier in the year, with fairly heavy falls 
as late as May, conditions were extremely favourable at the time of the 
survey. Even though temperatures well over 100° were experienced during 
the first week, the country had not seriously dried out. Should early 
summer rains be experienced, it is expected that conditions will continue 
to be favourable well into the autumn. 


RESULTS 


On the whole the results of the survey were most gratifying. 
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Diptera (flies): Only a few of the species taken were previously 
uncollected, and "new" genera naturally even fewer. As was expected 
with such a wide-ranging group, there was little or no evidence of 
local endemism. Many of the species taken were directly associated 
with the permanent water and therefore likely to be only slightly 
seasonal; however, some interesting species were obviously of 
seasonal occurrence. The dipterous fauna would appear to be rather 
depauperate, dominated by relatively few species and showing a 
remarkable absence of some expected elements. 


Coleoptera (beetles): The fauna appeared to be distinctly limited 
many of the more important families being represented by only a few 
species. Even normally common species were not abundant. However, 
representatives of the aquatic families were numerous, and 10 species 
of ground beetle (Carabidae) were found to be associated with the 
margins of the pools. An interesting discovery was a new species 

of Helminthid, a group previously known only from mountain streams 
near the east coast of Australia. Several hundred beetle species 
were taken and a considerable proportion of these will prove to be 
undescribed, 


Lepidoptera (moths and butterflies): Many of the larger moths taken 
were species with a wide inland or tropical distribution. Most 
families of microlepidoptera were represented. Surprisingly, two 
species of butterfly taken had not previously been recorded from 
Western Australia. Although 70% or more of the species taken would 
be wide-ranging, it is likely that a significant number may well be 
restricted to such areas as Millstream. Some 1500 specimens of 
microlepidoptera were collected, comprising several hundred species 
of which 30%-40% are likely to prove to be undescribed. Over 2000 
macrolepidoptera were taken. 


Orthoptera (grasshoppers, etc.): This group was, without doubt, the 

most common and noticeable in the collections at Millstream. However, 

with a few exceptions, most were taken in areas away from the immediate 
vicinity of water. In the Acrididae alone (the "short-horned" grasshoppers) , 
some 60 or 70 species were collected, Many are new to science and some not 
represented in the National Insect Collection. The spectrum of species 
strongly suggested that a collection made in the autumn would have a 
substantially different composition, 


Hymenoptera (bees and wasps): Collecting in this group was disappointing, 
possibly being too early in the season. Most was done on eucalypt blossom 
which had not reached its peak. Some 150 species were taken. 


Neuroptera (lacewings): Collecting was excellent; of special interest 

were the large numbers of Nemopterids, a family not often collected and 

of which the larval stages are at present unknown. Collecting in the autum 
should enable these to be found in this area. 
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Ephemeroptera and Trichoptez (mayflies and caddis flies): Both these 
groups have aquatic larvae; as mayflies had not been recorded from the . 
North West previously, the two species taken were of great interest. 

The area was poor in caddis flies, although the species taken were 
common enough. 


Altogether the survey resulted in the collection of approximately 
10,000 specimens. 


POSSTBLE CHANGES TO THE ENVIRONMENT 


Should the changes envisaged by the Public Works Department take 
place - and in the light of recent statements by the W.A. Minister for the 
North-West this seems likely - there is no doubt that both the environment 
and its dependent fauna will be greatly affected to the extent of extinction 
of some species. The pools at Millstream are quite unique in that they are 
kept at a constant level by permanently flowing water, whereas the other 
pools in the North-West slowly evaporate during the hot dry months. 


It is anticipated that a further survey will be made in April. 


On one of my trips to Mt. Spec (Paluma N.Q.) I came onto a 
picnic spot where someone had had a fish and discarded the backbone. 
On turning it over a number of small beetles were observed. This prompted 
me to experiment on future trips. 


Backbones from filleted Mackerel were selected as they are 
fairly broad and moderately tough. (Obtainable from fish shops). Small 
areas in rain and open forest are cleared of debris and the fish slabs are 
anchored with gauge 8 wire loops and covered with small tree branches. A 
little insect life is present in a short time but best results are 
obtained from 48 hours onwards after setting the “Lures”. 


Rain and near rain forest areas have been more productive, though 
open forest areas with a moderate amount of shade have also given 
satisfactory results.

Following the development by Dr. Glen W. Schaefer of the 
University of Technology, Loughborough of a mobile radar capable of 
tracking single locusts at distances of up to 2 miles and of a circuit 
which permits the identity of such targets to be determined (even to 
their sex), the Division of Entomology, CSIRO, has recently purchased an 
AEI ‘Escort’ 650 series marine 3 cm radar and appropriate echo analysis 
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equipment. This equipment has been installed in an ex army Mark VII 
radar trailer, from which the original 10 cm radar has been removed, 
and has just arrived in Sydney. 


In March a joint team from the CSIRO Divisions of Entomology 
and Meteorological Physics, the Anti-Locust Research Centre, London 
and the University of Technology, Loughborough, will move with the radar 
to south-west Queensland to study the flight behaviour and population 
displacement of the Australian Plague Locust. In non-swarming populations 
this locust characteristically displaces at night and radar promises to 
elucidate many aspects of Plague Locust flight activity as it has already 
done with the Desert Locust in West Africa. 


R. H, PHILLIPS ' FIELD REGISTERS - AN APPEAL 


Between 1920 and 1935 Mr, Richard Henry Phillips made extensive 
collections of Lepidoptera on the island of Viti Levu, Fiji. Much of 
his collection passed finally to the British Museum (Natural History) via 
the Imperial Institute for Entomology, London. The Phillips collection 
forms the bulk of the Fijian lepidopterous material in the United Kingdon. 
Many of Phillips specimens were described as new species by Prout, Tams 
and other specialists. 


We know from R.H. Phillips" son, Mr. C.S. Phillips, that much 
of this material was bred and that Phillips made detailed studies of 
the life histories of many of the species. 


The notes made during this fruitful lifetime's collecting were 
contained in two "field registers" which were presented with a collection 
of some 900 specimens to the Australian Museum, Sydney, probably in 1937 
(Musgrave, A., Australian Museum Magazine, 1938, pp. 383-386). Detailed 
searches for these field registers have been made in the Australian 
Museum through the courtesy of the Deputy Director and Curator of Insects, 
Dr. C.N. Smithers. Dr. Smithers is of the opinion that the registers are 
not now in the Australian Museum and that they now reside in the possession 
of a specialist or institution. Dr. Smithers further believes that the 
registers were possibly used some years ago for the preparation of a 
publication on Philippine lepidoptera, but the author or reference is 
unknown. 


It is a tragedy if the fruits of a lifetime's work are list. 
These field registers are, without question, the most valuable document 
pertinent to western Pacific Lepidoptera. 


The loan, or provision of a copy of these notebooks would be of 
immense value to the research being undertaken in this department. 
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I therefore appeal to the individuals and institutions to 
whom this circular is addressed to search for the Phillips Field 
Registers. I would be extremely grateful for any further clues, 
however slight, as to their whereabouts, communicated to me at the 
address given below.

DEFINITIVE CONSTITUTION 


NAME 


The name of the Society shall be The Australian Entomological 
Society Incorporated. 


DEFINITIONS 


The word ‘annual' or ‘annually' wherever occurring, shall be 
construed to mean the periods between consecutive Annual General 
Meetings; the word ‘year' or ‘yearly' shall mean the calendar 
year.» The words 'the Society', wherever occurring without 
qualification, shall mean The Australian Entomological Society 
Incorporated. 


OBJECTS 


The objects of the Society shall be the advancement and dissemination 
of entomological knowledge in all its aspects, particularly, but 

not exclusively, in relation to the Australian fauna; and for the 
furtherance of these objects the Society shall take over and 

carry on the activities and functions heretofore carried out by 

the unincorporated body known as The Australian Entomological 
Society. 


Without limiting in any way the discretion or powers of the 
Executive or Council, the objects may be achieved in any or 
all of the following ways: 


(a) by fostering communication and exchange of information 
between members and between affiliated societies; 


(b) by organizing inter-State scientific meetings; 


(c) by participating in, and acting as host to, international 
entomological congresses; 


(a) by publishing a journal entitled The Jounal of the 
Australtan Entomological Soctety, to be of a scientific 
standard that will ensure the interest of entomologists 
in other countries as well as in Australia; 


(e) by the appointment of a Patron, or of Patrons, of the 
Society; and 
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(f£) by such other activities as may be conducive to 
attainment of the objects. 


POWERS 


In addition to all the powers and functions conferred upon an 
incorporated association by law the Society may for the purpose 
of carrying out all or any of the objects hold and dispose of 
real or personal property, enter into contracts, receive and 
make gifts, act as a trustee, be a beneficiary, and perform all 
such acts in the law as are required or are incidental to such 
legal functions.

THE EXECUTIVE 


37. Composition, Chairmanship and Quorum of the Executive 


The Executive of the Society shall consist of the Officers, and 
shall be chaired by the Vice-President; a quorum of the Executive 
shall include two of the following Officers: Vice-President, 
Secretary, Treasurer. 


38, General Administration and Management 


The Executive shall have the powers and functions conferred

(a) Subject as hereinafter provided, the Executive may 
make, alter or revoke By-laws not inconsistent with 
the Associations Incorporation Ordinance 1953 (as 
amended) or with this Constitution for the internal 
management of the Society and any such By-laws shall, 
until altered or revoked, be as valid and binding on

(b) By-laws made, altered or revoked by the Executive 
shall be published in the News Bulletin of the Society 
and shall be submitted to the next meeting of the 
Council for consideration and shall be subject to 
ratification, alteration or disallowance as the 
Council thinks fit. 


News Bulletin 


The Executive shall be responsible for the preparation and 
circulation to all financial members of a quarterly News Bulletin 
of general interest which shall be prepared by a News Bulletin 
Editor appointed by the Executive; each number of the News 
Bulletin shall contain a report by the Executive on its activities 
during the preceding quarter. 


Occasional Publications 


The Executive shall have the power to order the publication of any 
separate or occasional work on entomological subjects, under such 
conditions and at such prices as it may decide in each instance. 


Duties of the President 


The duties of the President shall be to preside at meetings of 

the Council and of the Society, to provide general guidance in 

the formulation and development of policy, to act as the Society's 
representative in negotiations with the Commonwealth Government 

or national scientific bodies, and to act for the Society in such 
other ways as may further its objects. 


Duties of the Public Officer 


(a) The Public Officer shall perform all the duties of that 
office as required by the Associations Incorporation 
Ordinance 1953 (as amended) and by the By-laws of the 
Society.

DISSOLUTION 


A motion for the dissolution or winding up of the 
Society shall not be passed except by a majority of
